WASHINGTON (AP) - Trouble 
is all around but it’s the trouble 
inside world communism which in 
the end may affect history most. 
Latin America is split on pun­ 
ishing Fidel Castro; African na­ 
tions are split into rival blocs; 
Prance holds aloof from her allies 
in dealing on Berlin. 


Laotian princes can’t agree on 
running their country; Algerians 
are 
slaughtering 
one 
another; 
There’s 
guerrilla 
war 
in 
Viet 
Viet Nam and murder in the 
Congo. 


Communism’s trouble — Start­ 
ing with Russian-Chinese differ­ 
ences 
on 
how 
to 
handle 
the 
West — could, 
if 
it 
got 
bad 
enough, shake communism to its 
roots. 


In 1947 George Kennan, now 
ambassador 
to Yugoslavia 
but 
then head of the State Depart­ 
ment’s planning staff, made a 
prediction on communism’s fu­ 
ture. 


He was basically right, although 
proof may have to wait, when he 
said: Hold the line tight enough 
long enough around world com­ 
munism and internal tensions of 
the system will shake it. 


The reasoning had to be based 
on this kind of understanding of 
groups and nations, that when­ 
ever people get together, so long 
as they have individual views, 
problems and ambitions, 
there 
will be disagreement, as there is 
within a family, and perhaps con­ 
flict, ranging from mild to ter­ 
rible. 


When nationalism, which pre­ 
ceded communism, is added to 
this, conflict is inevitable. 
Even before the war, when Rus 
sia was the only Communist state, 
there were deadly internal con 
flicts. Most memorable were the 
Stalin-Trotsky split and, in the 
1930s, Stalin’s bloody purges of 
old Bolsheviks. 


These 
were signals of what 
could be expected if communism 
expanded. 
After the war Stalin dominated 
his 
new 
acquired 
European 
satellites — Red 
China 
didn’t 
emerge until 1949 - for more 
reasons than just his brutal re­ 
pression. 
Communism in the satellites was 
new, 
untried, 
unsure, 
needing 
Russian help and protection. Their 
problems were all more similar 
than dissimilar. 
The blind submission to Russia 
had to change when: (A) Stalin 
died 
and 
Prem ier 
Khrushchev 
adopted what looked like a mild­ 
er line; 
(B) the satellites and 
Red China began to develop in 
their own ways, with their own 
ambitions; (C) their built-in na­ 
tionalism began to assert itself; 
and 
(D) 
the West confounded 
Communist theory and belief by 
becoming enormously prosperous 
instead of collapsing. 
Speculation on the Russian-Red 
Chinese differences has centered 
mostly on China’s alleged rejec­ 
tion of Khrushchev’s announced 
belief, real or not, that commu­ 


nism can triumph over capital­ 
ism without war. 
A much deeper reason, perhaps, 
is rivalry in Asia and a Chinese 
belief that Russia has done far 
too little, economically, industrial­ 
ly and scientifically to help Pei­ 
ping in its "great leap forward.” 
That’s only one side of the con­ 
flict. Apparently there is dissen­ 
sion inside Russia over policy be­ 
tween Khrushchev and the hard- 
nosed old Stalinists like V, M. 
Molotov. 


In 
addition 
there 
are 
signs 
Communist parties are choosing 
up sides: the Asian parties with 
Red China, the European ones 
with Russia, except for Albania, 
which is Red China’s puppy. 
On top of all this there seem 
to be conflicts between the Com­ 
munist parties in the non-Commu- 
nist countries, and perhaps even 
growing 
pressure 
within 
the 
satellites for more freedom from 
Russia. 


One of the great ironies of our 
time has been the discussion be­ 
tween this country and Russia on 
disarmament and a ban on nu­ 
clear 
testing without 
including 
Red China. There could be no 
agreement without her. 


It is unthinkable that China, 
with a population three times 
greater than that of Russia and 
the United States, 
would ever 
cease trying to become an atomic 
power equal if not superior to 
those two. 


This is the last thing Russia 
would want for her Chinese ally. 
And yet without at least equal 
power Red China could hardly es­ 
cape domination by the Soviets.

France Issues 
Restrictions 
To 3 Cities 


ALGIERS 
(AP) - F r a n c e 
pressed a new campaign of re­ 
strictions in three major cities to­ 
day, hoping to check the threat of 
racial war from European and 
Moslem terrorists. 
Jean 
Morin, 
chief 
govern­ 
ment 
repesentative 
in 
Algeia, 
clamped special control measures 
on Algeria, Bone and Oran and 
appealed to the population to ac­ 
cept the new curbs with under­ 
standing. 


The terrorists replied with 20 
more attacks Monday in which 
four persons were killed and 18 
wounded. The police killed seven 
Moslem terrorists. 


French troops were ordered to 
set up road blocks on all ap­ 
proaches to the three cities to re­ 
strict the flow of arm s to the 
two opposing extrem ist groups, 
the European Secret Army Or­ 
ganization and the Moslem Na­ 
tional Liberation Front (FLN). 


A communique announced traf­ 
fic would be stopped on certain 
streets and that some parts of 
the cities would be cordoned off 
permanently. 


All automobile traffic from 9, 
p.m. to daylight was banned in 
the three cities. 
These measures, Morin said in 


a communique, "demonstrate the 
will of the government and of 


civilian and military representa­ 


tives in Algeria to assure public 
order and to guarantee the se­ 
curity of everyone.”

For th e poll sh ows th at 8 8 per 
cent of th e Cath olics manifested 
approval as contrasted with 73 per 
cent of th e Protestants. 
Just wh y Cath olics sh ould differ 
from Protestants in th eir apprais­ 
al after th e first year of a presi­ 
dent wh o h appens to be a Cath o­ 
lic is not 
explained, especially 
since it h as been taken for granted 
recently in political circles th at 
Mr. Kennedy h ad alienated many 
of h is supporters among Cath olics 
because of h is adam ant opposition 
to federal aid to private or paro­ 
ch ial sch ools 


Perh aps th e key is to be found in 
a natural pride among Cath olics 
th at President Kennedy h as sh own 
h imself to be a man of sincerity 
and earnest application 
to duty 
and indeed th is is doubtless one 
reason wh y among all voters h e 
h as attained a h igh rating in th e 
Gallup Poll. 


Th us, 
for instance, 
th e 
poll 
sh ows th at wh ile 8 7 per cent of 
th e Dem ocrats expressed a favor­ 
able opinion of Mr. Kennedy, as 
m any as 58 per cent of th e Re­ 
publicans and 75 per cent of th e 
Independents did likewise. 


Th e question posed in th e poll 
was: "Do you approve or disap­ 
prove of th e way Kennedy is h an­ 
dling h is job as president?” Many 
people wh o would say "yes” in 
answ er migh t say th e opposite if 
asked specifically wh eth er in an 
election h eld righ t now th ey would 
cast th eir ballot for h im. 
T h ere’s quite a difference be­ 
tween applauding a m an’s con­ 
scientious effort to perform t h e 
duties of th e presidential office 
and passing judgment on th e spe­ 
cific steps a president h as taken 
in domestic and international pol­ 
icy. 
On th e wh ole, as th e citizen 
answ ers th e Gallup Poll’s ques­ 
tion, h e would be likely to give Mr. 
Kennedy an "A ” for effort. Th e 
"w ay h e h as h andled h is job” 
could m ean th e im age th at th e 
public h as obtained of an earnest 
young man, anxious to learn wh ile 
beset with a multitude of nerve- 
racking problems. 


INTERNATIONALLY speaking, 
for example, 
Mr. 
Kennedy h as 
certainly 
m aintained 
th e basic 
principles of 
American 
foreign 
policy, th ough it rem ains to be 
seen h ow h e will eventually deal 
with th e Cuban problem. 


On domestic issues, Mr. Ken­ 
nedy h as h ardly h ad a ch ance yet 
to m ark out h is course. Many of 
th e recom m endations h e h as made 
are subject to criticism but th e 
public generally is not aw are of 
th e pitfalls of h is economic poli­ 
cies. Th ey will be only if such 
policies bring on anoth er reces­ 
sion and more unemployment. 
Businessmen wh o know f r o m 


experience th e consequences th at 
m ay flow from some of th e un­ 
sound th eories wh ich Mr. Kennedy 
with th e best of intentions h as ac­ 
cepted from th e h ands of h is ad­ 
visers would rath er wait a year or 
more before coming to conclusions 
about th e Kennedy adm inistration. 
Th ey still can't believe h e will 
swallow 
th e economic 
fallacies 
th at ch aracterized th e New D eal’s 
7 - year failure to "prime t h e 
pum p” in th e biggest depression 
in our h istory. 
But, for all practical purposes, 
th e Gallup Pool seems an accu­ 
rate m easure of th e trend of pub­ 
lic opinion as a wh ole. 
Th e favorable image wh ich th e 
country h as of President Kennedy 
is largely due to one of th e m ost 
powerful and compreh ensive pub­ 
licity cam paigns ever untertaken 
by an American president. Not 
even 
Th eodore 
Roosevelt 
and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, wh o w ere 
m asters of th e ways of getting 
publicity, can com pare with h im 
for Mr. Kennedy h as a politician’s 
conviction th at a favorable press 
is nine-tenth s of th e 
battle 
for 
votes. 
It sh ould not for a m om ent be 
inferred from th is th at th e press 
is slanted in its news reports. On 
th e contrary, th ese h ave been as 
objective as could be desired. But 
th e difference from th e preceding 
adm inistration is th at Mr. Ken­ 
nedy m akes news th at h as to be 
reported — and so does h is ener­ 
getic wife. Youth is a novelty in 
th e Wh ite House, and th at in it­ 
self m akes news. 
Every time such innovations as 
w ater skiing or h orseback riding 
are introduced or a new em ph asis 
is given to arts and 
music, 
it 
m akes 
news 
for 
th e 
wom en’s 
pages. 


THE PRESIDENT is a keen stu­ 
dent of publicity. He doesn’t ask 
anyone to commend h im but m ere­ 
ly to give h is side a fair presenta­ 
tion. Th is is all th at’s really ne­ 
cessary, especially wh en th e op­ 
position is so weak, disorganized 
and unperceptive th at it doesn’t 
m ake enough news to offset th e 
adm inistration’s efforts. 
Granting th at a favorable image 
of President Kennedy h as been 
produced by th e barrage of pub­ 
licity h e h as gotten in h is first 
year, it also can be traced to h is 
policy of caution in international 
affairs — th e branch of h is job 
wh ich h as h ad much of th e lime­ 
ligh t in th e last 12 month s. 


Th e tim e to judge a president 
is at th e end of h is term and not 
at th e end of h is first year. Th is 
w riter recalls h ow William How­ 
ard 
Taft 
was 
inaugurated in 
M arch 1909 after receiving t h e 
second largest electoral vote ever 
given a president up to th at tim e, 
and enoyed popularity during h is 
first year. In fact, h e was a like­ 
able personality anyway, but at 
th e end of four years h is party 
h ad split apart on economic is­ 
sues, and h is faction got only eigh t 
votes in th e Electoral College in 
h is bid forr eelection. 
It’s more im portant alw ays to 
know wh at th e employm ent and 
economic condition of th e country 
will be wh en a presidential elec­ 
tion rolls around. T h at’s usually 
th e key issue and it h ad more to 
do with Nixon’s defeat th an is gen­ 
erally accepted by political ob­ 
servers.

po sitio n in inter-American affairs. 


Haiti dealt a stiff blo w to ho pes 
fo r penalties against Cuba. Any 
actio n requires a two -third majo r­ 
ity —14 o f the 21 members. As o ne 
o f the 13 OAS members which has 
bro ken ties with Cuba, Hati was 
co unted o n to back stro ng actio n. 
Haiti suddenly switched to the 
side o f such big natio ns as Argen­ 
tina, Brazil, Mex ico and Chile in 
advo cating a so ft appro ach. On 
the o ther side, Guatemala, an ad­ 
vo cate o f stro ng penalties, threat­ 
ened to walk o ut the co nference if 
Cuba gets no thing mo re than a 
reprimand.

Satellites Fails 


Rocket's Second 
Stage Malfunctions 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) 
—Ro cket failure to day ruined an 
attempt to bo o st five satellites in­ 
to o rbit simultaneo usly to pro be 
a number o f space my steries. 
The space q uintuplets hurtled 
Into the sky at 4:30 a.m. cradled 
snugly in the no se o f an 8 0-fo o t 
Tho r-Able-Star ro cket. The first 
stage o f the 55-to n ro cket per­ 
fo rmed no rmally and o bserv ers at 
the Cape saw the seco nd stage ig­ 
nite. 
But 20 minutes after launch the 
Defense 
Department 
anno unced 
the upper stage failed to build up 
sufficient thrust after ignitio n and 
the 
entire 
ro cket 
assembly 
plunged in the Atlantic Ocean far 
do wnrange. 
Officials said the $3.5-millio n 
v ehicle fell into the sea “well 
so uth o f Cuba.” 
The failure wrecked the United 
States’ mo st ambitio us multiple 
pay lo ad ex periment to date. At 
tempts hav e been made nrevio us- 
ly to send three satellites alo ft 
with o ne bo o ster, but nev er as 
many as five. 
The five satellites were to hav e 
been spray ed into o rbit by spring 
dv ices much like the pellets fro m 
a sho tgun charge. Because o f this, 
pro ject o fficials nicknamed the 
pro ject “ Bucksho t.” 
This was to hav e been the first 
o f three majo r U.S. space effo rts 
scheduled this week. On Friday , 
an Atlas-Agena ro cket is slated 
to hurl a Ranger 3 pay lo ad to 
the mo o n to take clo seup televi 
sio n pictures and land an instru­ 
ment package o n the lunar surf­ 
ace.

The bill raises first class and 
air mail rates by a penny , to 5 
and 8 cents, fo r a to tal increase 
in tho se catego ries o f $455 millio n. 
It also calls fo r $53 millio n mo re 
in the rates paid by newspapers 
and magazines, $171 millio n mo re 
in third-class rates—tho se used
